Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David Schumaker, attorney of record, on March 31 , 2008. 

2. In the claims: 
Rewrite claim 44 as follows-- 

--44. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein said method produces 
preoxidized active nickel material with an apparent density of 1 .4-1 .7 g/cm^, a tap 
density of about 1 .8-2.3 g/cm^ and an average size range of about 5-50 |jnn. ~. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a process as claimed and in which 
the reacting step forms nickel hydroxide and oxyhydroxide as recited in claim 1, in which the 
reacting includes growing a second active nickel material having a second degree of oxidation 
about a nickel material seed as recited in claim 57, in which the oxidizing agent comprises 
sodium hypochlorate as recited in claim 58, or in which one forms cobalt oxide and 
oxyhydroxide with the active nickel material as recited in claim 59. 

The examiner further cites Kihara et al. (U.S. Patent 7,029,791). Kihara discloses 
adding an aqueous solution of sodium hydroxide to a solution containing nickel sulfate and other 
reactants. This results in nickel hydroxide active material, to which sodium hypochlorite is 
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added to form higher order nickel hydroxide. However, at no point in the Kihara disclosure are 
nickel sulfate, a second reactant, and an oxidizing agent present together in a manner that 
forms active nickel material as defined in any of claims 1 , 57, 58 or 59.
